Correcting a mistaken belief | 
that the California Institution for 
Men at Chino is for first-time of- 
fenders only, A. Lamont Smith, 
director of inmate welfare, told 
of the purpose and operation of 
the institution, how the inmates 
are selected, etc., when he spoke 
at the afternoon meeting of the 
Upland Woman’s club, held on 
Tuesday in the club house. 

The men, he explained, are se- 
lected from among the San Quen- 
tin inmates who give indication 
of a desire and of the ability to 
be rehabilitated and returned to 
society as law-abiding citizens, 
and who are otherwise qualified. 

The institution, Mr. Smith 
pointed out, is operated entirely 
on the honor system, no cells, no 
walls, no locked doors or gates 
being used. { 

The men have regular hours of 
work in the fields, producing all 
the farm products they need, of- 
ten with a surplus for other state 
institutions, 

In the evenings, they have re- 
gular classes for study and their 
leisure time is spent in their li- 
brary, on their recreation grounds, 





or in following their hobbies. 

Week-ends are visiting days for 
the men’s families and friends and 
in many instances, Mr. Smith 
said, wives and children of  in- 
mates visit them frequently and 
enjoy many hours together. 

On various occasions the for- | 
estry department has called for 
help from the institution and 
groups of men have been sent in- | 
fires. They receive pay for their 
work and the greater portion of 
the money is turned over to their 
families. | 

Mr. Smith pointed out that pris- 
oners, except those under life sen- 
tences, must some day be liberat- 
ed, and it is much better to re- 
habilitate them where possible 
than to turn them back into a 
life of crime.

Smith answered many questions 
asked by his deepely interested 
audience.

Within three days 190 ranchers 
and farmers in the West End 
district have responded in the 
Food-for-Freedom sign-up, it was 
stated this morning by Ray R. 
Sherwood, local member of the 
committee, 

Recently 300.notices of the 
sign-up were sent out and the 60 
per cent response in the three 
days is considered encouraging, 
being considerably better ~_ 
the percentage responding in 
soil conservation registration in 
previous years. 

The sign-up will continue for a 
number of days and many more 
ranchers are expected to visit 
the sign-up headquarters, in the } 
Ontario postoffice building for 
Ontario and Upland, and in the 
Growers Service Co. office in Al- 
ta Loma for the communities of 
Cucamonga and Alta Loma. 

In the citrus districts there is 
little opportunity or need for 
variation in crops, since the vita- 
min bearing citrus fruits are 
considered necessary in a health- i 
ful diet. However, the citrus 
ranchers are cooperating splen- 
didly in the Food-for-freedom 
sign-up, which also invoives a 
registration of farm machinery 
and labor needs. 

In the Cucamonga and South 
Ontario districts, largely a farm- 
ing area, the farmers are volun- 
tarily signing up their acres to 
“major’ in canning tomatdes and 
potatoes. These are the two crops 
the government is especially re- 
questing from this area in 1943. 

The Food-for-Freedom sign-up, 
it is pointed out, is of importance 
to every rancher and farmer be- 
cause certain allotments, permits, 
etc, are involved.
